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^Ef HE Council have the pleasure of placing before the members 
jjpjv the usual annual report on the progress and financial 
^ condition of the Institute. 

Members. —Thirteen new members have been elected 
during the year. On the other hand, twenty-four names have 
been withdrawn from the roll; three from death, fifteen from 
resignation, and six from non-payment of subscription for two 
consecutive years. The net loss is thus eleven, the number on 
the roll now standing at 205. With the arrival of brighter times 
the list of members will doubtless soon regain its former position. 
The Council hope that all members of tho community taking a 
sincere interest in the spread of scientific knowledge and its 
applications will think it a pleasure as well as a duty to contribute 
to the support of the Institute. 

Among the names removed from the roll by death is that of 
Mr. It. C. Barstow, one of the past Presidents of the Institute, 
and for several years a member of the Council. Mr. Barstow has 
been connected with the Institute since its foundation, having 
been one of the original members. He has always taken a warm 
and active interest in its progress, and it is with sincere regret 
that the Council report his decease. 

Finance. —A full statement of the financial position of 
the Society is given in the appended balance sheets, but the 
following synopsis may be useful to the members. The total 
income of the general account, excluding the balance in hand at 
the commencement of the year, has been £861 14s. 3d. This 
compares favourably with the amount for the previous year, 
which was £827 17s. 8d. The sum received for members’ 
subscriptions has been £164 17s., being very nearly equal to 
that realized last year. The invested funds of the Costley bequest 
have yielded an income of £573 2s. Id. The net receipts of the 
Museum Endowment Account have been £62. The expenditure 
has been unusually heavy, and has absorbed most of the large 
balance on hand at the commencement of the year, the total 
amount being £987 8s. 9d., leaving a balance in the Bank of 
New Zealand of £79 The chief items of extraordinary expendi¬ 
ture have been the cost of certain necessary repairs to the walls 
of the Museum Buildings, and the adjoining wooden buildings ; 
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the setting up of Mr. Adams’ Bornean collection, its freight from 
America, and the construction of a large show-case to contain it; 
the purchase of a portion of Mr. Alma Baker’s Maori collection; 
and the cost of a consignment of books from London. 

Museum Endowment. —There is little to say under 
this head. The Crown Lands Board have just completed arrange¬ 
ments for putting up to sale the Waikanae endowment, which 
contains a large quantity of kauri timber, and which should 
realize a considerable sum. Steps are also being taken to utilize 
some of the smaller endowments.

Museum.— There has been a satisfactory attendance of 
visitors during the year. On Sundays a register has been kept by 
the attendant, which shows the total number to he 8996, or an 
average of 173 for each Sunday. On week-days the number of 
visitors varies very much, and in the absence of any recording 
mechanism it is difficult to form an estimate that will be approxi¬ 
mately correct. Probably the average daily attendance has been 
about 70. This, together with the number given for Sundays, 
would give a yearly total of 30,906. 

The Bornean animals purchased from Mr. C. F. Adams have 
been received during the year, and have been placed in a new 
show case specially erected for them in the centre of the Museum 
Hall. They have been elegantly mounted by Mr. Adams, and 
have attracted much notice. Among other things, the collection 
includes a remarkably fine adult male Orang-utan, a Gibbon, a 
Proboscis Monkey, and several smaller monkeys, a Sun Bear, 
Flying Lemur, Tarsius, and others of the peculiar animals of the 
Malay Archipelago. In many respects it is the most important 
addition received by the Museum for several years. An interesting 
exchange has been received from the United States National 
Museum, Washington, in the shape of a complete skeleton of a 
Bison. As this animal is now on the verge of extinction, the 
acquisition must he considered most important. Several other 
noteworthy additions have been made in the various branches of 
zoology, but as they are all mentioned in the appended list it is 
not necessary to particularise them here. 

Some valuable Maori ethnological specimens have been 
acquired by purchase from Mr. Alma Baker, on his departure 
from the colony. Several of the articles deserve special mention, 
particularly a fine greenstone mere known as Te Maunga-a-Bongo, 
or “ The Peace-maker, ” which was formerly the property of the 
well-known chief Te Kooti. Another mere of the kind called 
tangiwai is remarkable for its extreme translucency. The 
collection also includes the elaborately carved prow and stern-post 
of a war canoe built at Whakatane about 1835, both of which are 
excellent specimens of Maori workmanship. 
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The Council have great pleasure in stating that Capt. Gilbert 
Mair has deposited in the Museum the whole of his Maori 
collection, universally admitted to be one of the most complete in 
New Zealand. Visitors to the Dunedin Exhibition will remember 
how largely the Early History Court was indebted to this collection 
for its success, and there can be no doubt that as an illustration 
of the manners and customs of the Maori race it has few equals. 
The specimens are numerous, in excellent condition, and of 
undoubted authenticity, while several of them are almost unique. 
The Council are sure that the members will agree with them that 
the thanks of the Institute are due to Capt. Mair for placing his 
collection in an institution where it will be open for the inspection 
of the public, and for the study of those specially interested in 
Maori history and ethnology. The collection is not yet unpacked ; 
but arrangements have been made for the construction of a large 
show case to be specially devoted to it, and on its completion no 
time will be lost in placing the specimens on exhibition. 

The Mackelvie collection of paintings and other art treasures, 
for so many years lodged in the Museum, has been removed by 
the trustees and placed in the Auckland Art Gallery. The space 
occupied by it will thus be available for the exhibition of Capt. 
Mair’s collection and the Maori articles recently purchased. 

The enlargement of the Museum is a matter that has not 
been forgotten by the Council, although they have not found it 
possible to take any active measures during the year. It is hoped 
that the approaching sales of Museum endowments may so far 
increase the capital of the Endowment Fund as to provide a 
yearly revenue for the maintenance of the Museum; for the large 
reduction in the amount of subscriptions received proves that it 
would be unsafe to expend any considerable part of the Costley 
bequest in erecting a building until its place is thus supplied. 

f Library. —A considerable expenditure has been incurred in 

the library during the year. Among the books purchased may be 
mentioned a set of the Philosophical Transactions of the Royal 
Society from 1854 onwards, and several volumes of the Transac¬ 
tions of the Zoological Society. A full list of all additions will be 
found appended to the Report. The scientific magazines an 1 
periodicals subscribed to by the Institute, a list of which will be 
found on another page, have been regularly received, and have 
been open for circulation among the members. 

Thanks. —As in previous years, the thanks of the Society 
are tendered to the numerous donors to the Museum and Library 
whose names are given in the appended lists. Acknowledgments 
are also due to Messrs. W. K. Graham & Co., and Mr. Hugh 
Craig, for their services as agents of the Institute in London and 
San Francisco respectively; also to the Union Steamship Company 
and the Oceanic Steamship Company for their liberality in carry¬ 
ing, freight free, packages intended for the Museum.
